This office is now comprised of three staffs: Policy and Strategic 
Planning (R/PPR/P); Resources (R/PPR/R); and the Evaluation and 
Measurement Unit (R/PPR/EMU); 
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• 1 FAM 046.5, Center for Strategic Counterterrorism 
Communications (R/CSCC): This is a new section; and
